all Tobaccoes of the Engliſh Plan- 
tations imported , and remaining 
on the hands of the Merchant, or 
Importer, or the Ingrofſer, or. 
Seller thereof, before the eleventh 
of September laſt paſt, ſhall pay 
onely one penny upon every 
pound ; and all fuch Lobaccoes

September laſt, and remaining on 
the hands, either of the Merchant, 
Importer, Ingrofſer, or Seller 
thereof, at the day of the date
